Word com. s from Brooklyn, N. Y., 
tbat Hugh Mulhollnad, once postmas- 
ter of Paduoah and a prominent sajkl 
here, was yesterday convicted of grand 
larceny in the second degree and will 
'1 . iit.-nced Monday. He was c harged 
with re. . iving a quantity of finding 
stamps stolen from his employers by 
companions and selling them for ISO, 
half of which he kept. 

It seems from press dispatcher that 
Mulhollanil has been drinking heavily 
lately. He told a rather gauzy story to 
the court about his career in Padn- 
cah, and it failed to win much sym- 
pathy for him. 

Tb. eventful career of this man is 
probably familiar »o most of the peo- 
ple of Paducah. He was ooavicted of 
aiH ring registered letters while post- 
master here, but es apod the peniten- 
tiary. He afterwards drifted about 
the conntry and beoame an evangelist, 
in wbi. h work he was for several 
years apparently quite successful. 
Later on he became a "promoter." 
and had something to do with the 
-leal tiauBferring the Grand Riv rs 
property to new hands. He osme to 
Paducah two years ago looking qaita, 
prosperous and appeared to bave a 
good position with a Boston conootn. 

It Is said that ho used while hero 
then, some of his old tactics, getting 
money from friends on worthless pa- 
per. He was also arrested here on in- 
formation filed by hi, partner from 
the east, alleging that Mulholland 
bad stolen some papers from a grip, 
but the east; was dismissed after Mul- 
holland had boon undor arrest a few 
days. He left the city and has not 
been back since. 

A few months ago newspaper clip- 
pings were sent bore from near Los 
Angeles, Cal.. stating that one Hugh 
Mulholland had committed snicide 
there by drowning. and it was thought 
IHissible it was the Mulholland for- 
merly of Paducah, but it <1< velopcs 
now that it wasn't. 

Mulhalland. when arraigned in the 
King's oonnty court, said he was post- 
master of Padncah. Ky. , 13 years 
ago, and was arrested on the charge 
of robbing the malls, but tbat as he 
was about to be convicted a mail car- 
rier confessed to the theft and the 
postmaster was then acquitted. Mul 
holland says the mail carrier after- 
wards committed suicide. Mulholland 
says he went to Boston aud beoame a 
street evangelist. He then entered 
business ana cleared $10,000, and felt 
so elated over the success that he went 
into a saloon to drink some sherry- 
wine. To the judge he .aid, "From 
the day I drank the accursed stuff 
I date my downfall. " After speaking 
at length Mulholland stopped and 
Judge Crane reserved his decision.

It will not be necessary for the ap 
plicants to allege any disability other 
than the infirmities of age. The new 
ruling does not affect pensioners who 
ate receiving a higher rate o 
or disabilities.

The selling of old tails 
and much larger pieces of old steel and 
iron is the principal business with the
